The following story comes from Green- 


field by way of the Springfield Republi- 
can. 


"Lawyers Beer and IDowlin of North 


Adams, counsel for John O'Neil, convict- 
ed of the murder of Mrs.' Hattie E. Mc- 
Cloud, are not neglecting the interests of 
their client, now that the trial is over, but 
are going carefully over the case again 
and eifting every clew that might lead to 
new^vidence favorable to the prisoner. 
It is early yet to state the nature of the 
exceptions to be filed for the consideration 
of the supreme court in September, but it 
is pretty'evident that the North Adams 
lawyers will ask for a new trial on the 
ground of newly discovered evidence. Mr. 
Dowlin said last night that new evidence 
is being considered, but no decision has 
been made as to future action by tbe coun- 
sel. It is certain, Iiowever, that any ex- 
ceptions will have to be well founded to 
insure the consideration by the court that 
would get in motion again the expensive 
machinery of justice after a trial which is 
regarded as having been eminently fair. 


"Charles J. Parkburst, who made the 


plea for O'Neil'x life at Greenfield last 
week, has been interviewed at North Ad- 
ams in regard to the trial and his views 
ara iutere»ting. He says: 'I think the 
trial was conducted, not only with great 
fairness, but with great ability on the 
part of the prosecution, and the charge of 
the court was exceedingly able and abso- 
lutely impartial. The jury were intelli- 
gent and conscientious, and rendered a 
verdict upon their best judgment.' 


" 'How do you account for their return- 


ing with a verdict so soon?' 


"I think there was a deep-seated con- 


viction of the guilt of O'Neil from the 
start. The great work of the district 
police was shown in the rebuttal on Tues- 
day, when the testimony ofjtho witnesses 
for the defense was either impeached or 
contradicted in almost every instance." 


"What Is the probability of a new 


trial?" 


'Exceptions were taken to the admis- 


sion and exclusion of evidence which 
•must be passed upon by the supreme 
judicial court. The mystery connected 
with the tragedy, in my mind, has not yet 
been lully solved. The jury hava said 
O'Neil ie guilty. This verdict must stand 
unless it be reversed. I cannot state what 
the plans of the defensa are. That is not 
a matter to be discussed now." 


"What, weight do you think the testi- 


mony of his fellow prisoners had—their 
stories of O'Neil's admissions while in 
jail?" 


"I do not believe the jury considered 


their testimony seriously, although it may 
have made an impression upon them." 


"Was the defense handicapped jn its 


preparation of tbe case by lack of means?'* 


'Yes; O'Neil was poor and EO was his 


family, and had it not been for the de- 
voted and conscientious work of Messrs. 
Beer and Dowlin, who spent their own 
money la his behalf. It is difficult to con- 
ceive what defense could have been made. 
They are entitled to great credit for their 
loyalty and devotion to the client who 
selected them."

The killed are John A. Ward, engineer,

The following is the excellent article 


read by Bev. W. B. Stocking on "News- 
papers in the Orient," at the meeting of 
THE TRANSCRIPT'S correspondents 
at 


Hoosac Tunnel last Friday. 


In this land and age, where the daily 


paper is a feature of every town of any 
size, and the weekly is an essential part of 
every hamlet, we can hardly appreciate 
what the newspaper is to an oriental 
community. In my use of the word ori- 
ental today I shall have special reference 
to the country and people of Asia Minor. 
To begin with the whole atmosphere, 
moral, mental, physical, is of a tone so 
different from that of these western lands. 
The slow, matter of fact, deliberate ways 
of those people are summarized in one of 
their favorite expressions "yah-wash, 
yah-wash, yah-wash"—slowly, slowly, 
slowly. And their agriculture, manufac- 
tures and commerce, all keep time to the 
cadence of that phrase yah-wash, yah- 
wash, yah-waah. Let me try to draw for 
you some word pictures. First let us go 
out upon the high table lands of Armenia.

Del- 
egates representing 60,000 workingmen 
from all parts of the state were present 
President J. D. Pierce of Worcester was 
in the chair and George H. Lord of 
Brockton in the secretary's position. The 
following committee on credentials was 
chosen: J. F. Mahoney of the central labor 
union of this city, George J. Bennett of 
Boston, boiler firemen's union, 6130, of 
Boston, and Donald Smith of the central 
labor union of Worcester. This committee 
retired, anu an informal meeting was held 
for the purpose of considering trade dif- 
ferences. 
Among the matters considered 


were several contests between employers 
and employes. The credential committee 
reported 60 delegates entitled to seats, 
representating 151 local and central labor 
unions in the state. 


A recess was taken until 2 p. m., after 


which President J. D. Pierce submitted 
his report. Among other things, he said: 


"The trades unions, realizing the abso- 


lute necessity of providing employment 
for those who are today out of work, 
mainly through the introduction of ma- 
chinery, have declared in favor of a uni- 
versal eight-hour work day, and as a large 
percentage of our unions are still working 
a longer time, we should use every means 
in our power so that on the first day of 


May, 
1898, eight hours will constitute a 


full day's work from one end of the state 
to the other. This can only be accom- 
plished by hard, laborious work, perfect- 
ing the organizations of the crafts that are 
now working a longer time than eight 
hours daily, and the Massachusetts feder- 
ation should lend every assistance to bring 
about this result.

INEXPERIENCED BATS. 


Found In a Cavern* On« Hundred Fee* Be* 


low the Surface of the Earth. 


A nesfc of live bats wns found 100 feet 


under ground in Snowshoe gulch, noar 
Cottage Grove, tho other duy.

The point is about 100 feet below the sur- 
face, and there is apparently no opening 
or means of ingress or esjt. The bads 
when caught and taken out to the day- 
light appeared to be without eyes and able 
to fly but a little way. In fact Iheir wings 
were but mengcrly developed. The first 
thing that attracted tho men's attention 
upon their return to tho tunnel was the 
peculiar odor, which, notwithstanding the 
amount of gas from the exploded powder, 
was quite disagreeable. 


The only solution of the strange occur- 


rence that has yet been offered lies ill the 
fact that tho rock is of metamorpbio and 
aqueous origin, and, being in the Cascade 
range, is of recent occurrence. The rock 
is a closely bedded shale, and at the time 
of tho geological disturbance that put it 
into its present position the bats had their 
nests there and then became incased ns 
they .were found. It would seem, too, that 
the bats must lie ot that nature that be- 
comes dormant and nble to retain life 
without food. Au effort was iiKide to save 
some of them alive, but they rapidly suc- 
cumbed to the sunlight and fresh air.— 
San Francisco Call. 


AUSTRALIAN DRY COUNTRY. 


A Report on Antitoxine. 


The American Pfrdiatric pocicfy's sup- 


plementary report on the use of aiititoxine 
in loryngoal diphtheria (prepared Ijy a 
committee consisting of Drs. "W. P. North- 
rup, Joseph O'JDwyer, L. Enimctt Holt 
and Samuel S. Adams) is worthy of close 
Btuciy. 


Laryngeal diphtheria requiring opera- 


tlvc interferKiico Kirnishes (he best test of 
the methods of treatment. Thero is onfiiro 
liarmony of opinion as to its severity, arid 
Jts statistics before and after tho advent of 
the nntitoxine ine'iiiore reliable than thosa 
of most other Well observed diseases. The 
report contains an analysis of 063 cases 
operated upon, with a mortality of 27.24 
per cent. As the report mentions, early 
statistics of intubation, in proantitosiuo 
days, could show only 27 per cent recov- 
ery. Other factors remaining constant, 
the uso of an*'Cosmo has carried tho per- 
centage from 37 per cent recovery np over 
tho divide till it now reads 27 per cent 
mortality. 


Tho next point of importance is tho per- 


centage of cases escaping operation under 
ainitosine treatment. It was formerly be- 
lieved that 90 per cent of laryngeal cases 
rcquhcd operation: nnw, with the use of 
nntitoxine, 30 per cont require it. 


The returns from physicians show, for 


tho most part, an earlier use of antitoxine 
in diphtheria tieatmcnt and an increasing 
confidence. 
There exists, however, a cer- 


tain amount of timidity. Doses from 0110- 
teuth to one-fourth the amount required 
have been administered, in some cases 
200, 
<100 and 500 antitoxine units being 


used, whereas tho doso required is from 
2,000 to 3,SOO. 


It is believjcd that the percentage of 


mortality will gradually decrease. This 
decrease will depend npou tho factors: 


First.—A better quality of strong aati- 


toxine will be found m the market. 


Second.—The serum will be adminis- 


tered carhor. 


Third.—Appropriate closes (3,000 units 


in laryngeal cases) will bo employed. 


The report bears the impress of pains- 


taking labor and constitutes an addition 
to the literature of the subject. Tho Am- 
erican Piediatrio society has developed col- 
lective investigation to a high state of 
usefulness.—Mediual Record.

A glance at the map of Now South 


Vfales will show nearly tho whole of the 
northwestern portion of the colony, rep- 
resenting an area of scver.il thousand 
square miles, to be a huge blank, traversed 
In some half dozen places by toads used 
for stock traveling purposes, with a few 
small townships situated many miles 
apart. This is tho famous "dry country," 
part of the eastern fringe of tho Austra- 
lian arid interior, and occupied exclusive- 
ly for pastoral pury.ises. One may travel 
for dnys through this part of tho colony 
without meeting a living being, and the 
absence of creeks and water holes rnaltei 
the journey dangerous to those who hav8 
no bush experience. To offer such land 
for agricultural settlement Is very much 
like asking a hungry man to ncrcpt stone 
for bread. True, the soil possesses all the 
elements of fertility except moisturo, with- 
out which cultivation is practically im- 
possible. There aro no streams, and the 
annual rainfall is of the slightest. Yet 
there exists the possibility of a large por- 
tion of this sterile region becoming in the 
noar future a rich agricultural district, It 
having been ascertainedtha tin many place* 
thoro exist vast and apparently ineahauBt- 
ible underground supplies of water, great 
subterranean rivers, which are supposed 
to become discharged into the sea unless 
intercepted by artesian bores in their 
course. 


But it was not until 1879 that artesian 


boring was attempted. In that year op- 
erations were begun at Kallara, a station 
lying between Bourke and Wiloannla. 
The supply was tapped ftt the depth of 140 
feet.and the effluent water rose too height 
of 2G feet. 
In 1884 the New South Wales 


department ot mines put down its first, 
bore in search of water, a small supply of 
which was reached at 89 feet. Since then 
much work has been done, and in De- 
cember, 1804, there were 30 bores com- 
pleted, 9 in progress and sites selected for 
23 others. Of those completed 20 yield a 
daily supply from artesian (.ourcesof some- 
what over 7,000,000 gallons. Ten borea 
tap a sunartcsian supply and by pumping 
give a daily yield of 600,000 gallons. 
In 


one instance only has the search for water 
been entirely unsuccessful. In June. 1S9D, 
there had been completed by private en- 
terprise SIO bores, !.ll yielding serviceable 
water; of theso, 73 gave a combined daily 
flow which may he approximately stated 
Bt 80,000,000 gallons, and from the other 
17 a supply wns being pumped. 


At ono of the government bores, that at 


Preo, an irrigation colony has been estab- 
lished, there being ten selections of 20 
acres eacli and a government experimental 
farm of 78 acres. Tho country in which 
Pera Is situated is in the dry season tho 
tiiumph of desolation. Yet in this isolated 
locality tneru uro spots witn noatitiful 
flowing water, gardens in the richness oi 
successful cultivation, a delightful home- 
stead and splendid baths. This is tho 
transformation that has ijrcn effected by 
tho Pcra bore. Thu bore sends out 700,000 
gallons a day, all of which is tit the dis- 
pn«al of tho settlers, and of those who 
choose to follow their example. Vegeta- 
bles i'.ro grown in considerable quantities, 
a ready market being- found at Bourke, a 
few miles distant. Fruit growing haa ev- 
ery chance of success, and tho settlers are 
planting 
apricots, peaches, figs and 


prunes, chiefly for drying purposes, the 
local articles being said to bo far superior 
to thrse imported from other countries. 
This little colony Is not only blessed with 
a market nt its door for all the vegetables 
a,;id produce it can raise, but a firm in 
yydncy has agreed to take ijl the broom 
nrillot the settlers can grow and convert 
it into hrooorns. Samples of theso brooms 
have already been exhibited nt various 
agricultural shows, and have met with 
high approval, and it is stated that "Peru 
brooms' will bo afamiliar household arti- 
cle in a few years. 
Another firm has of- 


fered to take all tlio dried fruit produced 
at tho settlement. 


The water supply shows every indica- 


tion of being not only permanent, but also 
of increasing in volume. Each pettier is 
entitled to sf.OOO gallons n day. About 40 
of the date palms, specially obtained 
through tbo services of the French govern- 
ment, from Algiers have been planted on 
Ibo government experimental section at 


(pera, and they have clone very well and 
nre flowering this year. Next year it is 
expected that they will bear fruit, tho dis- 
trict bolng ndinirably suited to tho growth 
of dates. 
Indeed, they grow wild from 


Eceds scattered about. It I? expected that 
by cultivating the flno Algerian variety it 
will develop into a faying industry. There 
aro also nine acres of lucerne mi the gov- 
ernment section doing admirably. Lu- 
ecrne does so well there that everybody 
has a little patch of it planted. Cotton is 
atiothcr crop which it is anticipated will 
prove payable under irrigation, as the 
Bnnrke climate is Siiid to to very well 
adapted for this plant. As the cretaceous 
formations arc known to cover tho greater 
portion ot tho eo called "dry country," ex- 
tending into Queensland in one direction 
and into south Australia in another, it 
shows that what was until very recently 
regarded as the least valuable portion of 
the colony is destined to become a land 
figuratively flowing with milk and honey. . 
—Australian Letter.

Vinegar 
is also kept in wood or glass, never iu 
any vessel which is of metal.

coffee are kept in glass or glazed potteiy 
and in a dry place. 


All sorts of preserved and potted 


goods the careful housewife prefers to 
buy in glass or earthen j:srs. She knows 
that there is sometimes danger of poi- 
soning from the fruits or vegetables 
which aro put up in metal, the acid of 
the goods acting upon, the metal in a 
•way disastrous to the person who eats 
the resulting compound.

the ehiua utensils as some housekeeper?, 
she even prefers to do as much of her 
cooking as possible in them. She will

Her pots and skillets are porcelain 
lined, although porcelain linings mean 
that the woman owning them lives in 
constant dftad of having them scorched.

In M. Bazin's Ship a Failure? 


The problem of increased speed in trans 


atlsntio travel has not been solved by M. 
Ernest Bavin. 
His roller bo'it has been j 


tried and found. wanting. We have in 
previous issues described this latest novel- 
ty in shipbuilding. To briefly recapitulate, 
the vessel, which was launched in August 
last, is a largo, rectangular iron box about 
120 feet in length, 40 feet wido and 3 feet 
high. It is mounted on six lenticulai 
disks, or rollers, 30 feet in diameter and 
sunk In the water 10 feet, while the lower 
floor of the box is at an equal distance 
from the level of the water. In the sides 
of the box is the machinery, whiuh is of 
750 horsepower. This sets in motion a 
screw and tho rollers. In the upper part 
of the vessel, between the disks, which 
pierce the box and extend beyond it about 
7 feet, are comfortable cabins. 
This 


strange looking vessel has a displacement 
of 280 tons. It was only within the last 
few weeks that the final tests of the new 
boat were made at Roncn, and go far they 
have not realized the inventor's expecta- 
tions. Instead of 60 miles an hour, not 
more than 13 wcie made. 1'liis failure is 
due to many reasons. The chief of these 
and the one which touches the very princi- 
ple of the invention is the lack of speed in 
the rollers. M. Bazln had made the mis- 
take of imagining that a low rate of pow- 
er would suffice to mo\o tho rollers, und 
to conquer their vis inertia ho had,calcu- 
lated on an average of 50 horsepower to 
each axle. 


Further, the trial trips have proved 


that the rotation of the rollers entailed the 
additional weight, through adherence of a 
large volume of water and a considerable 
loss of power in consequence. 
The power 


of the machinery was tripled, but in 
doing this its weight was also tripled. 
The result was too great an immersion o£ 
the ship. Now, tho original calculations 
had called for a displacement of one-third 
of their diameter us tho highest limit of 
effective working. This limit being passed 
by tbe increase in weight, the situation, 
so far as the roller boat isconceraed, seems 
to be hopeless, and the opportunity still 
exists for some inventive genius to provide 
the necessary ideas for facilitated speed in 
marine 
"

The regular meeting of the city council 


was held Monday evening and was inter- 
esting as usual and along the same old 
lines. Councilman Alexander Craswell 
was chosen president pro tern. 


At the beginning of the proceedings 


Mr. Hamer spoke about the parliamen- 
tary tactics of the last council meeting, 
calling to mind that an amendment 
offered by him was not put and stating 
that at a future time he might ask for re- 
consideration. 


A communication from 
the mayor 


transmitted a petition of Michael Collin's 
and others on Washington avenue for 
damages due to the raising of the grade 
on that street. The petition was referred 
;o the finance committee. The signers 
were Michael B. Collins, Ellen M. Collins, 
Bridget T. Collins, Margaret F. Collins, 
Mary Collins Welch, John P. Murphy, 
Margaret F. Murphy, Catherine Murphy 
and Raymond D. Witherell through their 
attorney, M. E. Couch. 


Another 
communication 
from

mayor returned the order allowing the 
;e'.ephone company a right to lay con- 
duits in the streets because the order 
should have been passed at two readings 
at least three days apart, and recom- 
mending that the order be amended that 
one duct three inolies in diameter be set 
apart in each conduct for use of the city. 
The communication.was received. 


Another communication transmitted a 


petition by Sullivan, Porter, Hannum 
Lially & Co. and others asking that the 
portion of Main street between State 
street and the bridge be paved by vitri- 
fied brick instead of granite block, and 
recommended the change. The commun- 
.cation was received. 


Another communication recommended 


;hat Bank street and Morris street be 
paved with vitrified brick. The recom- 
mendation was accompanied with peti- 
tions and waivers of damages 
from 


abutters in the streets named. The com- 
munication was received. 


Another 
communication announced 


Ehat, pursuant to the vote to negotiate a 
plOO,000 loan for street 
improvements, 


the council authorize the borrowing of 
550,000, rate not exceeding 3j per cent., 
from the state treasurer. The communi- 
cation was received. 


The petition of the wheelmen asking 


that a license fee of §1 each be charged 
for bicycles In the city, the money to be 
used for building bicycle paths was trans- 
mitted. An ordinance incorporating this 
idea accompanied the petition. The ordi- 
nance provided for a license tag on each 
wheel, and that the owner of a wheel on 
which there was no tag be fined $5. The 
whole matter was referred, by motion Of 
Mr. Whitaker, to the committee on 
streets, with instructions to look into the 
legality of it. 


Mr, Armstrong reported for the com- 


mittee on buildings unfavorably on the 
petition of Margaret Bradley to allow al- 
terations made in a building to stand. 


The committee found that a permit had 


been allowed for removal of that building, 
but not for enlargement; that the owner 
was advised to cut the building down or 
petition; that the inspector found that 
the owner of the building proceeded to 
make the enlargement contrary to the 
'aws and notification. It recommended 
that the petition be not allowed. The re- 
port was received and the recommenda- 
tion adopted. 


Mr. Mort introduced a petition from 


the telephone company fowight to place 
its poles and wires on chestnut and Ash- 
land streets and offering to reserve space 
for police signal on fire alarm wires. The 
petition was received. The committee on 
streets asked for further time. 


Mr. Whitaker moved that the petition 


of the telephone company for permission 
to lay conduits be granted, provided one 
duct in every conduit be reserved for mu- 
nicipal uses and kept accessible for the 
city officers at all times. The motion was 
carried unanimously. 


Mr. Rice moved that a loon of §50,000 be 


negotiated with the state treasurer to be 
paid in five successive Instalments, the 
last in 1902, at a rate not exceeding three 
and one-half per cent. The council or- 
dered the contracting of the loan by un- 
animous vote. 


Mr. Brown moved that paper 103 be 


amended so that Main street from State 
street to the bridge be paved with vitri- 
fied brick instead of granite blocks as was 
first provided. The amendment was car- 
ried. Mr. Brown explained that the 
change would be a saving to the city. 


Mr. Hamer moved as he did at the lost 


meeting that a committee of five be ap • 
pointed by the chair to investigate the 
matter of paving, to investigate the width 
of 
Marshall street and West Main 


street from the Bridge to Brown street. 


Mr. Hamer begun to explain why lie 
moved this, but Mr. Perry pulled him up 
on the point of order that the matter was 
not seconded and before the house. Mr. 
Perry continued to inquire about the 
standing of Mr. Hamer's business. 


Mr. Mort gained the floor to introduce 


some other business and was interrupted 
by Mr. Hamer after being recognized by 
the chair. The chair blundered and rec- 
ognized Mr. Hamer, who inquired after 
his dying motion. He was Informed that 
it was not recorded and then Mr, Wills 
obliged him by saving the motion from 
oblivion. Then Mr. Hamer gave bis opin- 
ion about the responsibility of the coun- 
cil and also of the difficulty of getting in- 
formation trom the executive officers. 


Mr. Brown inquired if the matter was 


not gone over and settled at the last meet" 
ing and was informed by Mr. Hamer that 
that was not so. Mr. Cutting thought the 
committee on streets was the 
proper 


body to consider such matters and moved 
an amendment that the order of Mr. 
Hamer be referred to that committee. 
Mr. Hamer amended the amendment that 
two appointed by the chair be added to 
the committee on streets. The amend- 
ment to the amendment was not carried. 
The original 
motion was carried as 


amended by Mr. Cutting and the matter 
went to the committee on streets. 


Mr. Clark moved that the pacing: of 


Bank street be ordered as recommended 
by the mayor. Mr. Hamer tried the plan 
that was worked on him and .amended 
that the order go to the committee on 
streets. The amendment was lost and then 
Mr, Brown said that there was no use 
constituting the committee on streets a 
committee to investigate paving and then 
go on and vote paving. Mr. Hamer wants 
it understood he is not opposed to perma- 
nent improvements but wants the council 
to know what it is floiug. Mr. Wills ad- 
mitted how he and Mr. Hamer had been 
voted down and said there was no uurry 
in this matter ot paving and it might do 
well to go over to the committee on streets. 
Mr. Perry recognized that Mr. Hamer 
once knew all about paving and now ad- 
mits he wants light. "If we wait until all 
get light it may be too late. I think there 
is a decided consensus in favor of vitrified 
brick. If anyone has an objection to pav- 
ing Bank street he has a right to state it." 
Mr. Hamer moved the matter be tabled 
and took occasion to point out the failures 
in macadamizing Bank and State streets. 
Mr. Cutting was not opposed to Mr. Ha- 
mer, but thinks there is no one attempting 
to hurry things. He is of the opinion 
that it i» not the 
council's duty to 


know what kind of brick and gravel 
should be used. Ail that the people expect 
of the council is care with reference to 
expenditure. The work of the executive 
officers is to decide the kind of paving and 
the manner of doing it.

plan 
to increase the committee on 


streets and Mr. Hamer got up and de- 
fended his plan at length and indulged in 
explanations. Mr. Clark's order was 
tabled. Mr. Tilton thought the order 
should have been referred to the com- 
mittee on streets. He moved a reconsid- 
eration of the vote and the referring of 
the order to the committee on streets. 
The motion was carried. 


Mr. Tilton then moved an order for 


paving Morris street with vitrified brick 
and that it be referred to the committee 
on streets. Mr, Hamer did not hear the 
reference to the committee acd bounced 
up with the motion to refer the order to 
the street's committee. "That's my mo- 
tion exactly" said Mr. Tilton and Mr, Ha- 
mer said "O" and sat down. 


On motion ot Mr. Mort the telephone 


company's petition already referred to 
Was voted. 


Mr. Hamer moved as ho did at the last 


meeting of the council that the city so- 
licitor be instructed to inquire into the 
width of Marshall and West Main streets, 
and his motion was carried. He then 
moved a reconsideration of the vote re- 
ferring to the matter of investigating 
these streets. This motion was lost and 
doubted, put and lost again. Mr. Hamer 
worded his motion in another way and 
was ruled out of order. 


A petition asking the acceptance of Pro- 


tection avenue at Greylock as a, public 
highway was referred to the committee 
on streets. 


The council then adjourned.

One Goes to the House of Correction 


for Obtaining Money Under False 


Pretenses.

Luck ran Chief Kendall's way in a most 


unmistakable manner Sunday and Mon- 
day. 


In Monday's TRANSCRIPT was an ac- 


count of the disappearance last week 
under suspicious circumstances of C. H. 
Woodward and W. H. Carroll of the mer- 
chants' trade exchange which was re- 
cently established in this city. The cir- 
cumstances warranted looking up the 
men and Cuief Kendall sent telegrams in 
various directions notifying officers to be 
on the lookout for them. He received 
word Saturday night tbat Carroll had 
been arrested in Taunton. 


lu the police station here was a boy, 


Alfred Delmaso, who had been sentenced 
to the Lyman school for boys at West- 
boro, to which place the boy was to have 
been taken Monday, but when Chief Ken- 
dall received the news from Taunton he 
concluded to start Sunday in order to re- 
lieve the Taunton officers of the charge of 
Carroll as soon as possible. 


At Fitchbnrg Mr. Kendall was obliged 


to change cars and to wait from 4.30 to 
8 o'clock p, m. During this wait the Del- 
maso boy was lodged in the police station, 
and when the chief was taking him from 
the station to the depot to take the S 
o'clock train for Northboro, where he rt- 
mained over night, be was surprised to 
meet Mr. Woodward on the street. Chief 
Kendall had never seen Woodward, but 
recognized 
him from the description 


given. He told a Fitchburg policeman 
that Woodward wau wanted in this city 
and went on to Northboro. 
Monday 


morning the boy was taken from North- 
boro to the reform school at Westboro, 
from which place Chief Kendall went to 
Taunton and took Carroll in charge. 
When he arrived in Fitchburg at 7.15 p. 
m. he found that Woodward had not been 
arrested. He consequently lodged Car- 
roll in the police station and started out 
to look up Woodward. He found and ar- 
rested him at 4.30 on the corner of Main 
and Pritchard streets. Woodward was 
taken to the police station and locked up. 


The chief soon learned that Woodward 


had hired an office in the Safety Fund 
Bank building and started a merchants' 
trade exchange similar to the one that 
had been so recently abandoned here. He 
had furnished it with a desk, chairs, rugs, 
etc., bought of the Philbrook House Fur- 
nishing company on the instalment plan, 
paying f!10 down. His boarding place was 
at 41 Blossom street. Woodward was ac- 
companied by Chief Kendall and a Fitch- 
burg officer to his room, where he ex- 
changed his crash suit for a more dressy 
one, and later the chief with his two 
prisoners took the train for North Adams, 
arriving here at 11.45. 


This morning Woodward and Carroll 


were before the court. Woodward was 
charged with attaining money under false 
pretenses from Richard 
Lempo and 


Adolph Jobin, men who had been en- 
gaged as bookkeeper and collector for the 
"exchange" in this city, and who had de" 
posited $50 each as a guaranty of faithful 
performance of duty. He pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to the house of correc- 
tion for six months, threa onwaoh com- 
plaint. 


Carroll was charged with evading a 


board bill. He pleaded not guilty and 
the case was continued to Wednesday 
morning. Gny S. Bridge of Waltbara was 
present in Carroll's interest and went bail 
for him in the sum of $100 by depositing a 
certificate representing 87 shares in the 
American Trade Exchange and signing an 
affidavit to the effect that he owns real 
estate in this commonwealth. 


Mr. Woodward is a large and fine look_ 


ing man from 55 to GO years of age. He 
has none of the appearance of a criminal 
or a driking man, but would be taken by 
most people as a prosperous business or 
professional man. Chief Kendall believes 
him to be a consummate swindler of the 
slick variety and thinks he is wanted in 
several places, whose officials will be no- 
tified of his whereabouts- 


Carroll is a much younger man, being 


perhaps 35 years old, and there is nothing 
about him to attract attention one way or 
the oilier. 


The nature of the business the men 


claimed to do here was explained in THE 
TRANSCRIPT Monday, The developments 
show that tlic whole thing was a swindle 
and Chief Kendall is naturally much 
gratified by his good fortune in bagging 
both men so neatly and promptly.
